Comments of Hayward Industries 


Hayward Industries, Inc., is a global leader in the development, 
manufacturing, and distribution of swimming pool equipment including pumps, 
filters, heaters, automatic cleaners, sanitizers, automation and lights. Hayward’s US 
manufacturing and distribution operations cover six states and employs over 2,000 
associates in support of our business objectives. 


Hayward Industries appreciates the opportunity to comment on the proposal 
DA-24-776, released August 6, 2024, in the above proceedings. Hayward Industries 
has previously and continues to manufacture products which utilize the lower 
900MHz band and are sold widely across the United States. We have concerns with 
how the reallocation of the 902-928MHz Spectrum would impact our current 
customers functionality. Our own advanced development have identified the 900 
MHz band is undergoing a rebirth in the consumer electronics space. Repurposing 
this band will create economic harm and there is no reasonable technological 
alternative. This band perfectly balances data rate, transmission penetration, and 
line of sight distance for connecting consumer products in and around the home. 
The narrow band remaining may be insufficient for use in some environments. 


Owing to the disruption of both our current users and negative impact on 
further use of this band, Hayward Industries urges the Commission to reject the 
petition.
